Chemical Control of Couch Grass 
With T.C.A. 

Couch grass _has become a corit- 
mon weed during the past years of 
higher than average rainfall. 
There are few landowners who 
have not been troubled with the 
weed either in the field, garden or 
lawn. 

Couch grass may be controlled 
by chenjteal means, as outlined in 
a leaflet published by Dr. W. G. 
Corns of thfe University of Alberta. 
Members of the grass family are 
generally resistant to— selective 
herbicides such as 2,4-D, for this 
reason other substances are used, 

. of these TCA is the most popular. 
Efficiency of action depends upon 
type of ground, whether sod or 
cultivated land, rate of applicat¬ 
ion and weather conditions, part¬ 
icularly adequate moisture and 
temperature for good growth. 

For field use it is recommended 
that TCA be applied at the rate of 
80 to 100 pounds acid or active in¬ 
gredient per acre as a spray. If 
the couch has been ploughed and 
worked down 40 to 50 pounds of 
TCA per acre will do a good job. 
These rates of application will 
cause the soil to remain sterile for 
about 90 to 100 days. TCA does 
not create a fire hazard, but it 
should be used with caution as it 
may irritate the skin. 

For those wishing to use TCA 
, for eradicating couch from a town 
lot the following procedure is re¬ 
commended. The soil should be cul 
tivated as soon as growth becomes 
active, in order to expose as much 
of the root material as possible 
This may be done by digging or 
ploughing. A roto-Iiller may bo 
used, but is not considered as sat¬ 
isfactory as it breaks the roots in¬ 
to smaller pieces which are unde¬ 
sirable, and usually does not work 
as deep as a plow. Plowed or dug 
ground should be smoothed down, 
and sufficient water applied to 
moisten the soil down through the 
root region. This provides 'best con¬ 
ditions for absorption of the chem¬ 
ical by the underground parts of 
touch grass» The "chemical should 
be applied when the soil .surface is 
dry enough so that dirt will not 
. stick to the feet. The spray solut¬ 
ion is prepared by dissolving L to 
3-8 pound sodium TCA in three 


pints or more of water. This 
amount is sufficient for 100 square 
feet. Spraying equipment should be 
thoroughly rinsed after using. Af¬ 
ter the chemical has been applied 
the ground should be kept moist by 
watering periodically.
